DEMOCRATS NOT WORRIED. 


The Enthusiasm for Their Ticket Is 
Growing in Missouri, as It 
Is Elsewhere. 


The Republican National Committee has 
decided to pit Senator Julius Caesar Bur- 
rows of Michigan against William J. Bryan 
in Missouri. 

The deep-volced Senator from Michigan is 
billed to speak in St. Louis September 7 and 
in Kansas City September 8 He will be tn 
6t. LBuls just about the time the Democrats 
expect to have their big State opening with 
Mr. Bryan as the star. 

Chairman Cook has received nothing more 
definite than that Mr. Bryfin can be here 
some time between the ith and 10th of Sep- 
tember. 

It is now settled that Mr. Bryan will arrive 
in Lincoln, Neb., on his return from his 
Hastern trip Sept. 5. 

It is expected that his St. Louis appoint- 
ment will be his first speech after his re- 
turn and will really be the opening speech 
of his Southern tour. 

The Democrats expect to show a strong 
contrast between the size of the crowd 
which gathers to hear Burrows and that 
which will try to hear William J. Bryan. 

Chairman Cook of the State Committee 
has received so many letters from all parts 
of the State asking for information about 
the opening that he is confident the Audi- 
torium will not hold half the enthusiastic 
free silver men who will come to hear the 
Democratic candidate for the Presidency. 

It is the hope of the Democrats that Mr. 
Bryan may come the day the Republican 
goldbug from Michigan speaks, so that the 
public may have an opportunity to judge 
of the division of sentiment in the State as 
between gold and silver. 

At Democratic headquarters Saturday 
was Judge James Baker, one of the promi- 
nent citizens of Springfield. Until recently 
Judge Baker was a Republican, but the 
adoption of the single gold standard by the 
Republicans in their national and State 
platforms was more than he could stand. 

fe is an outspoken free silver man and 
will vote the Democratic State and national 
tickets this fall. 

Judge Baker was formerly on the State 
Supreme Court bench. He was appointed 
as a Republican by Governor Fletcher. He 
was algo the first general attorney of the 
"Frisco, and at one time owned the entire 
railroad. 

He has also been Attorney-General of 
Iowa, elected on the Republican. ticket. 

Judge Baker says that the free silver 
Republicans will not vote for the gold 
standard candidates and that the “middle of 
the road’’ Populists are little better than 
Republicans in disguise.

FIRED THREE SHOTS AT HIM. 


The‘ House of Attorney T. 8S. Burnett 
Was Also Tackled, but the Thief 
Failed to Secure Entrance. 


Burglars have again commenced their 
depredations in Tuxedo Park, the little 
suburb near the western city limits.

TO DISCHARGE MINORS. 


Street Car Companies Have No Use for 
Men Who Can’t Vote. 


‘“‘Well, I. suppose I'll be out of a job after 
the first of the month,” said the conductor 
of a trolley car as a Post-Dispatch report- 
er swung onto the platform Friday morn- 
ing. 

“How's that?’”’ was asked. , 

“Well, you see I am not of age.” 

Further questioning elicited the informa- 
tion that there is a well grounded suspi- 
cion among employes that all the street 
railway corporations are preparing to 
drop from the rolls the names of all mo- 
tormen and conductors who are not 21 
years old. 

The reporter investigated the matter and 
found that on at least two of the roads 
lists of the employes under age had been 
compiled. ‘‘for reference,”’ 

The enfployes are satisfied that there is 
deep political significance in the move. 
As one of them put it, “a man who can’t 
vote isn’: worth much to a corporation, 
anyway.” 

Managers and superintendents of the dif- 
ferent roads will not discuss the rumor. 
One official, while he would not acknowl- 
edge that the men’s fears were well ground- 
ed, said that such a move would be ex- 
pedient, inasmuch as in case of an acci- 
dent to an employe under age the company 
can be held responsible by his parents or 
relatives, whereas in the case of a single 
man over 21 the law does not recognize the 
Claims of relatives. 

It is safe to say that if the men without 
a vote are dropped this argument will be 
used to cover up the real political motive 
of the corporations.

And then it rained while bands 
played, and thousands of enthusiastic voices 
echoed and cannon boomed and steam cal- 
liopes lent their noise to the medley of the 
crowd. The people stood through the rain 
for an hour. JZhey waved their banners 
and beat their tin helmets. They carried 
inscriptions, ‘We want back the good old 
McKinley times,”’ “We want the furnaces 
and factories started, not the rich men’s sil- 
ver mines,’ “Honest money and a chance 
to earn it.”’

APRICA'S HEART 


PRISONER AT BELLEVILLE, WHO 
WENT TO RESCUE STANLEY. 


CHARGED WITH BURGLARY. 


Unless Henry Kelly Is a Romancer, He 
Has Led a Life Filled With 
Interesting Adventures. 


There is a man in the St. Clair County jall 
at Belleville who is either the champion liar 
of three continents or a personage with a 
very interesting and stirring history. 

He was arrested at Bast St. Louis on May 
21 on suspicion of having had a hand in 
burglarizing the residence of Larry Mooney, 
near the Relay Depot, and bound over to 
He has been in jail ever 
since, and by reason of the variegated as- 
sortment and hair-raising character of his 
narratives, has become Turnkey Harry 
Burke's star boarder. Whether his unique- 
ness consists in his thorough-goilng cosmo- 
politanism or his versatile imagination is 
not easy to determine. 

He claims to have been a member of the 


Stanley relief expedition and one of only 
about half a dozen who still survive. His 
name is Henry Kelly, but despite his celtic 
petreaymis he calls himself a French Cana- 

ian, and barring the faintest gs ay of 
a brogue there is nothing about him to dis- 
credit the claim. 

Turnkey Burke heard of his African sto- 
ries through some of the prisoners, and told 
a Post-Dispatch man, who yesterday had a 
talk with Kelly in the jail office. * 

Kelly insisted that he was what— he 
Claimed, and told a disjointed story of that 
terrible journey into the heart of the Dark 
Continent after the explorer who did not 
wantto be rescued. 

“IT was in London in 1881 and 1882,” he said. 
“I don’t remember dates, and as I had seen 
pretty much all the rest of the world, I 
thought I would like to get acquainted with 
the nigger country. was a sailor then, 
and as tough as leather, and they took me 
all right, but we had to train six months 
before we started. We went from London 
to Cape Town by steamer, and struck into 
the interior from there. 

“I don’t know how long we. were finding 
Stanley. The fierce heat and the ravages 
of the fever, the struggles with the fero- 
cious animals of the jungles and the more 
ferocious natives, caused us to lose all 
interest in the days of the week or the 
passage of time. One day was the same 
as another, and each day seemed a month. 

“It all seemg a nightmare to me now. I 
got a touch of sun, and the fever had hold 
of my brain for days, and since that my 
memory has been queer. 

“I know that progress was mighty slow. 
We had to cut our way through the jungles, 
and if I could remember, you wouldn't be- 
mere how many days it took us to go a 
mile. 

“We had one big fight with the natives 
on the journey into the interior, and killed 
a lot of them. They didn’t know what to 
make of our guns. They thought they 
were pipes, and took the barrels in their 
mouths and ‘drawed.’ Some of them 
never ‘drawed’ any more. 

“We traveled mostly at night, and one 
night along toward daybreak, we came 
upon Stanley’s camp. We didn’t know it 
was near until we came in sight of it. Stan- 
ley was sick, and there were only a few 
— men with him, the rest all being na- 
tives. 

“Well, you know all about that. On the 
way back the natives surrounded us, and 
kept us in a pocket for several days, but 
finally we killed their, Chief, and then they 
all ran away. 

“We passed through a monkey settlement, 
and several thousand of them followed us 
for two days, heaving cocoanuts and things 
at us all the time. They were the smallest 
monkeys I ever saw. I think they could 
talk, but they didn’t want to give them- 
selves away. 

“We were gone nearly two years, and I 
Saw and experienced enough to fill a book, 
but my memory’s got holes in it. I think 


alive. We got a great reception in London, 
but we were too near dead to care for 
that. I lay in the hospital for months, and 
then I went to Jerusalem. I have been rov- 
ing ever since. 

“Have I gota trade? Well, I'm a sort of 
a shoemaker, but I make a living at the 
variety business.’’ 

‘What line?” 

“Oh, song and dance, contortion or tra- 
peze. I generally work the frontier towns 
on my own hook. There’s more money in it 
that way.”’ 

“Ever been in trouble before?”’ 

“Not this kind, and say,’’ becoming less 
grammatical as his earnestness grew, 
“they've got the wrong man this time. The 
duck that did that job gave the Fast St. 
Louis police the hot pedal and they took 
me in his place. Them detectives down there 
are out of sight, I don’t think. But they can 
catch innocent men easy. 

“Tt was this way. I was waiting at the 
Relay for my train. Freight? Well, may 
be; and a fellow comes up to me and he 
says, ‘Have a drink?’ 

“and says I, ‘All right.’ ‘ 

‘“ *We can get more if we get a can,’ says 
he, and I goes over to this Mrs. Mooney’s, 
but I didn’t know who lived there, and bor- 
rowed a bucket. Then we drank our beer 
and I goes away. After a while I passed 
the house again and there’s a kid stand- 
ing in front talking to this Mrs. Mooney. 

“T goes down to the Relay again and aits 
down on the same truck, and after a bit 
here comes the kid and a detective and he 
says he saw me drinking with the other 
fellow. 

“T found out afterwards that while the 
kid was giving the woman a talk the other 
fellow was gathering up the silverware and 
clocks and so forth at the other end of the 
house. He got away, but me and the kid 
have been here ever since. 

“When I get out of here I think Ill go 
back to Africa. They’ve got no jails there. 
Them people are white.” 

Kelly is not a ba4-looking fellow, but ho 
seems every inch the traveler he claims to 
be. Aggressive self-reliance is stamped on 
his face and he looks as though he would be 
at home in any company, however reckless 
or desperate. 

His eye is the only thing about him that 
gives a hint of his faulty memory. It is 
large and of a @iercing black, but he cannot 
hold it steady. He is an unsatisfactory 
talker. He jumps from the jungles of 
Africa to the Black Hills, and from Texas 
to the northern woods or across to Jerusalem 
with the greatest facility, and it keeps one 
busy calling him back to his story. 

He has been a very quiet prisoner, and is 
popular with all with whom he comes in 
contact, especially the children of Sheriff 
Philip Rhein, to whom he tells African 
stories in Chinese.

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FREE SILVER 
THEIR TOPIC 


SAM SMALL AND DR. NOURSE IN 
JOINT DEBATE. 


A CHAUTAUQUAN — INCIDENT. 


Spirited Discussion of the Money Ques- 
‘tion at Piasa Bluffs Rouses Con- 
siderable Interest. 


The most notable event of Piasa Bluffs 
during the Chautauqua season was the 
financial debate between the Rev. Sam 
Small and Dr. Robert Nourse, both of 
Washington, D. C. 

It was a high-class debate, free from per- 
sonalities, but exceedingly earnest, and 
the lines were soon as sharply drawn be- 
tween the adherents of silver and those of 
gold as between two opposing armies. 

At times the excitement became intense. 
When Dr. Nourse denounced the people of 
the West as robbers he was roundly hissed, 
but aside from that incident the meeting 
was in every respect orderly. 

Probably 3,500 people were present. The 


auditorium was filled to overflowing, and 
the partisans seemed to vie with each other 
in heaping praise upon their respective 
champions. 

It was not intended as a political debate, 
nor was the trend that way, although the 
heavy outlines of the G elephant 
loomed up occasionally on a background 
of gold. 

Judging from the effect produced, Mr. 
Small had the best of it from the start, al- 
though hundreds of “‘rooters’”® had come in 
from Springfield, Jacksonville and other 
towns wearing yellow ribbons, on which 
were inscribed: ‘Sound Money.’’ 

Mr. Small has a wonderful voice and a 
very impressive style of delivery, and his 
arguments were unanswerable. 

The proposition was: ‘“‘Resolved, That the 
free, independent and unlimited coinage of 
silver at a ratio of 16 to 1 with gold is moral, 
businesslike and triotic.’’ 

The debate was begun at 11:15 o’clock a. m. 
and continued until 1 p. m. At 2:30 p. m. 
it was resumed, and Dr. Nourse concluded 
his third speech at 4 o’clock. In spite of 
the extreme warmth of the weather, the 
audience seemed never to tire. 


Mr. Small commenced by congratulating 
himseif on the opportunity of appearing 
before an audience in the State that pro- 
duced Abraham Lincoln—a man to whom 
4,000,000 ex-slaves owe their liberty. 

“At the present time,” he declared, “we 
are confronted by even a greater crisis, in- 
volving the future liberty of more than 70;- 
000,000 people, white and black.’’ 

Hie compared the currency of tHe nation 
to the blood of the human body, and set 
forth an elaborate analogy of that idea. 

He showed how the act of 1873 established 
the free coinage of gold and demonetized 
silver, “thus causing the silver dollar to bo 
bastardized by the very Government that 
gave it existence.’’ 

The Constitution provides that gold and 
silver, not gold alone, shall be the legal 
tender of the United States. There is so 
much more silver in the country than gold 
that the men who speculate in money con- 
centrated on the metal which they could 
corner with the greatest ease, and demanded 
the payment of every obligation in gold, 
thus giving it a fictitious value. 

In order to accomplish their end and give 
it the stamp of authority they caused the 
laws of the mint to be codified. The silver 
dollar was dropped as legal tender, and 
these sharks succeeded in fooling even the 
Senate of the United States. Therefore, 
while United States bonds read, “payable 
in coin,’’ gold is demanded, because of the 
demonetization of silver. 

The more money there is in circulation, 
declared Mr. Small, repeatedly, the better 
business will be. Our gold might as well 
be in Europe as to be in this country and 
out of circulation. We have paid a syndi- 
cate $10,000,000 in six months to protect the 
United States Treasury and keep that gold 
from getting away—to protect it against 
gold gamblers and coupon clippers—not 
against the honest American citizen—yet 
our gold continues to be sent to Europe, 
because England will not accept silver, 
which American hawmakers have said is of 
little value. ’ 

When the question was raised it was 
found that only one man in the audience 
had a gold dollar in his pocket, and not a 
single one had been paid any part of his 
wages in gold within two weeks, 

“This,’’ said Mr. Small, “looks like about 
1,600 to 1.”’ 

If the poor people have silver, he demand- 
ed, let them take it to the mint and have 
it coined as freely as the rich man with the 
product of his gold mines. 

Som@ tell you, he said, that if the free 
coinage of silver is permitted the silver mine 
owners will make a profit of $30,000,000. 

Suppose they do? Gold is being mined 
to-day at Creede, Colo., at an expense of 25 
cents an ounce, and every ounce of it sells 
at the doors of the United States Treasury 
for $18.60.° Where is the silver record to 
equal that? 

Baron Rothschild at the Berlin conference 
said: ‘Each nation must determine for 
isself the character of its own money,” and 
Secretary Carlisle admitted in his Covington 
speech that there was not and: could not be 
any such a thing as international money. 

If the coinage of silver at a ratio of 16 
to 1 is wrong, as Republicans claim, why 
do they say in their platform that they will 
coin it at that ratio if England will agree? 
Do two wrongs make one right? 

We have 70,000,000 people, against the 38,- 
000,000 of England. She is a finished na- 
tion, and her power is def¢lining. If we 
cannot afford to assert our financial inde- 
pendence now, when can we? 

No man, even a goldbug, will declare that 
there is too much money in circulation. 
Gold men gay that present conditions are 
due to a “lack of confidence.”’ It is no 
such thing. It is due to lack of money. 

It has cost this Government $262,000,000 
lately to sustain a fictitious financial sys- 
tem, and we have been compelled to mort- 
gage our sons and daughters for 30 years 
to pay the interest on this vast amount 
and enable money sharks to buy gold and 
sell it right back to us again. We are 
like the negroes, who, in slavery days, 
bought their freedom from their masters. 
The money sharks are the slave drivers of 
to-day, and we, the “free” American citi- 
zens, are the slaves. 

Silver was quoted at 103 before it was de- 
monetized, and it was being shipped to 
England as gold is to-day. 

Senator Allison said in 1878 that the bill 
of 1873 was ‘‘doctored” after it had passed 
the House &nd Senate, and President Grant 
declared that if he had known the bill 
dropped out the silver dollar he would not 
have signed it. 

A bill introduced in the House in 1879 by 
Stanley Matthews, of Ohio, providing that 
Government bonds be paid in silver, passed 
both Houses almost unanimously. t was 
signed by President Hayes and voted for by 
William McKinley. 

In 1873 an ounce of silver would purchase 
a bushel of wheat. To-day it will do the 
same, while an ounce of gold will purchase 
1.9 bushels. Has silver depreciated? No! 
But history of finance shows that gold has 
 amacsenaes about 2 per cent annually since

More About Wages. 
From Brann’s Iconoclast. 


If the gold makes for high and the sil- 
ver standard for low wages, how comes it 
that gasfitters receive $14.50 a week in Co- 
lombia and $18 in Venezuela, both silver- 
standard countries, and but $4.08 in Ger- 
many and $3.40 in Italy, both on a gold 
basis? How comes it that cigar-makers re- 
celve $12.50 and tinsmiths $14 in silver-stan- 
dard Venezuela, and $4.80 and $3, respective- 
ly, in gold-standard Spain? How comes 
that distillers receivé $12 per week in Mex- 
ico and but $3.90 in Denmark? How comes 
it that cabinet-makers receive $10 in Ecua- 
dor and but $4.25 in Germany, blacksmiths 
$12.83 in Venezuela and but $2.60 in Italy, 
telegraph operators $11.50 in Mexico and 
but $5.30 in Denmark, engravers $19.75 in 
Peru and but $3 in Spain? If the gold 
standard makes uniformly for high wages, 
why is there such a tremendous difference 
in the wage rate of gold-standard coun- 
tries? The average weekly wages of brick- 
layers in the United States is $21.18, in 
Spain $3.80, in Canada $18 and in Italy $4.20, 
yet all are on a gold basis. Hod-carriers 
average $13.38 in the United States and but 
$1.70 in Italy; plumbers $13.50 in Canada and 
$3.25 in Spain, $19 in the United States and 
$7.90 in England, $13.35 in New South Wales 
and $4.25 in Germany—all gold-standard 
countrtes. Coopers get $1.80 in China and 
$10 in Ecuador; masons $2.18 in Japan and 
$10.80 in Mexico; butchers $2.68 in Persia 
and $12.30 in Peru; cigar-makers $1.40 in 
China and $12.50 in Venezuela—all silver- 
standard countries. Yet the goldbugs ask 
the workingman to believe that upon the 
unit of value depends the scale of wages! 

Carnegie, Mark Hanna and McKinley are 
wonderfully interested in the welfare of the 
workingman—in a perfect agony lest he 
commit industrial hari-kiri! Wil] they please 
inform us how the gold standard is to pre- 
vent American wages going to the English 
level?

Miss Mary Proctor Viewed It From a 
Steamer in Norway. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—The Herald this 
morning says: The following communica- 
tion has been received from Miss Mary 
Proctor, a daughter of the late Professor R.

“Sec. 3. In event of Say peered committee 
or Board of Adjustment failing to adjust a 
complaint In accordance with lawe govern- 
ing their organization, the secretary of such 
g@eneral committee or Board of Atjastment 
shail forward to the Chief Executive of the 
organization interested, signed by the com- 
mittee, a full and complete statement of the 
complaint and action taken. When direct- 
ed in person, by writing or telegraph, by the 
‘Mhief Execufive officer of the organization, 
coples of this statement, with notice of time 
and place of meeting, shall be forwarded to 
the Chairman of the General Committee or 
Board of Adjustment of each organization 
party to the Tederation. 

“Bec. 4. The Chairman of any General 
Committee receiving such statement and 
notice of meeting shall answer such call in 
person, meeting the others at such time and 
place as is designated, and when s0 con- 
vened the several general Chairmen shal! 
constitute the general Federated Commit- 
tee of that system, ard anal progees to or- 

anize by the election of a Chairman and 

ecretary, who shall serve until their suc- 
cessors are duly elected. After such organ- 
ization they shall, if they approve the com- 
laint, exert every honorable effort to ad- 
ust the same.

The engineers at the Denison meeting 
quite willing to accept these articles 
and had previously voted in favor of fed- 
erating, but as no vote had been taken 
within three montha, they considered it ad- 
vieable to take another vote before com- 
mitting themselves by final action 
After signing the articles of federation, 
Organization was effected by go the 
following officers: EH.

EXCITING SESSION OF THE HOUSE 
OF DELEGATES. 


DIEKMAN IS SPEAKER AGAIN. 


Statesmen Cronin and Burke Insulted 
the Revolutionists, but They 
Didn’t Come to Blows. 


As foretold in Friday’s Post-Dispatch, 
the expected revolution took place in the 
House of Delegates. 

Speaker W. C. Kelly was unseated and 
ex-Speaker Louis Diekman was elected to 
succeed him. 

It was a bloodless revolution, but simply 
because the Kellyites were in such a 
helpless minority that they had to take 
the drubbing they received without the re- 
sistance that they had so vehemently 
threatened. 

f words could have counted for blows 
the Dispensary surgeons would have been 
busy until late in the night. 

Every delegate was in a bad humor, and 
the usual parliamentary civilities were 
thrown to the winds. 

The lobby was filled with the heelers of

the respective factions, who watched each 
other and the movements on the floor with 
the keenest interest. 

Everybody expected trouble, and about 
7 o'clock some one telephoned to the Four 
Courts for a detachment of officers to come 
over and be in the hall, ready to quell an 
outbreak. Three detectives were sent over 
by Chief Kiely and remained outside the 
bar until the revolution had revoluted. 

Speaker Kelly was on hand early and 
tried to appear unconcerned, but it was 
plain that he was laboring under a strain 
of suppressed excitement. 

When 7 o’clock arrived, the time for the 
House to meet, there were not half a 
dozen members on the floor. Delegates 
Cronin and Burke came in and from their 
loose talk both were primed for any kind 
of a row that the warring Republican fac- 
tions might be able to start. 

Cronin was a Kelly man and Burke was 
with him. Cronin had for once been caught 
napping and it was too late for him to get 
into the band-wagon and enjoy some of 
the usufruct that was to be handed out by 
the new combine. 

Burke wanted to get into the committee 
room, but the door was locked and the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms was not to be found. Burke 
tried several times to force the door, and 
then Cronin, with an oath, said: ‘Break it 
down,”’ and threw his 225 pounds avoirdupois 
against it; the bolt was about to give way, 
when a hand from the inside turned the key 
and Burke and Cronin burst in. 

Speaker Kelly and two or three of his al- 
lies were holding a caucus, and it was thus 
rudely interrupted. 

Cronin told Kelly to call the House to or- 
der and they would adjourn, but Kelly hesi- 


tated. 

The anti-Kellyites were holding a caucus, 
the clerk had been posted, and he was busy 
everywhere except at his desk. 


Fully half an hour went by and the mem- 
bers began to come in by ones and twos. 
Kelly ordered the roll called; about a fourth 
of the members responded. Cronin wanted 
to adjourn, but the clerk kept on calling the 
names of the absentees. He called them over 
and over again until finally the anti-Kelly- 
ites, having finished their caucus, filed In. 

There were sixteen of them, and the Kel- 
lyites only nine in number, were in their 
seats. 

Kelly without raising his head ordered the 
roll called and then began to rattle off the 
order of business. 

The clerk read ome or two minor Dills 
that had come over from the Council, and 
was interrupted by Mr. Lloyd clapping his 
hands for the messenger. 

The messenger bore from Mr. Lloyd a slip 
of paper, handed it to the speaker, who 
nervously scanned it and almost fell to the 
floor as he reached out his hand toward the 
clerk. The clerk read: 

‘Be it resolved that the office of speaker 
be and the same is hereby declared vacant.”’ 

Half a dozen delegates moved in chorus 
the adoption of the resolution. 

Mr. Cronin moved to table it. 

The vote stood: 

Yeas—Cronin, De Brodt, Marshall, Mur- 
rell, Pauley, Sippel, Stewart, Taubold and 
Watson—9.

The resolution was then adopted by a vote 
of 16 to 9. 

Kelly was standing and without a word 
hopped down from the Speaker’s perch, 
and.took his old geat awaw back next to the 
outer ralling. 

Marshall, as speaker pro tem, mounted 
the rostrum and said that the first thing in 
order was the election of a speaker. 

Buechner nominated Louis Diekman and 
Stewart named John Marshall. Some one 
moved that the nominations be closed. Mar- 
shall so declared. Cronin was on his feet 
demanding to be heard. Marshall declared 
him out of order. 

Cronin bellowed like a bull, “‘Don’t you 
dare to try any of your Reed tactics on

Marshall declared nominations closed. 

Cronin warned Marshall that he would 
suffer the same fate as Kelly if he tried 
to run over a member on the floor.

charge of this house and run it?’’ 

Then Burke took a nd. 

“T want to know of you,”’ addressing Mar- 
shall, “if you have not been in a caucus 
trying to have yourself elected to the 
Speakership of this House? Answer the 
question on your honor, if you understand 
what that means.’”’ 

Marshall declared that he had not been 
in a caucus. 

Lloyd moved that nominations be re- 
opened, Marshall insisted they were al- 
ready closed, but the House ordered other- 
wise. Cronin nominated Kelly, Sippel nom- 
inated Bersch, who declined, and then he 
nominated Watson, who imitated Bersch. 


Eex-Speaker Kelly rose and askéd to be 
heard. He said: 

“A few minutes before the House met I 
was waited on by a committee and asked 
to resign. I refused to do so. I am no 
coward. I want to say that I was elected 
Speaker by a certain number of votes, and 
I leave it to anybody if my rulings have 
not been just and fair.

JACK SHEA GONE. 


The Noted Criminal Sent to Jefferson 
City With Fifteen Other 
Convicted Felons. 


Jack Shea, handcuffed and shackled, was 
led from his cell in the St. Louis Jail at 7 
o'clock Saturday morning and placed on a 
train bound for the penitentiary at Jef- 
ferson City, where he is sentenced to serve 
ninety-nine years for the murder of Pa- 


trolman Doran, in 1881. 

Fifteen other prisoners were taken with 
him and the greatest precautions were taken 
to prevent an attempt to escape, 

All of the prisoners were first handcuffed 
together in pairs. Then a long chain con- 
nected the handcuffs and the convicts were 
in double file. 

Shea and notorious Jim Lawler, the high- 
wayman, were handcuffed together and they 
were the last two onthe column. From the 
pair of handcuffs which locked their wrists 
together the chain dropped to Shea’s ankle 
and an iron band clasped his leg. 

The procession at Union Station created 
@ small sensation and Shea became the 
center of attraction. His hat was drawn 
down over his eyes and head was bowed. 
He paid no attention to any one. 

The collection of convicts is perhaps as 
famous a one as any that ever left the jail. 
There were four murderers in the lot. The 
aggregate years to be served by the sixteen 
is 185, of which Shea has ninety-nine. 

The prisoners, their offenses and the 
terms to be served are as follows: 

James Brossler, fraud, two years; Charles 
Stockton, murder, fifteen years; John Car- 
ter, murder, fourteen years; George Dillard, 
murder, twenty years; Stephen Mohrlowski, 
assault with intent to rob, two years; Joseph 
Bowoski, assault with intent to rob, two 
years; John Connors, alias Harry Smith, 
grand larceny, two years; Harry Thomas, 
highway robbery, five years; Charles Mar- 
tin, grand larceny, two years; Sam Scott, 
grand larceny, three years; Wm.. Jones, 
assault with intent to kill, three years; 
Martin Hicks, assault with intent to kill, 
two years; Wm. Osborne, highway robbery, 
seven years; James Rodgers, grand larceny, 
two years; James Lawler, highway robbery, 
five years; John David Shea, murder, ninety- 
nine years.

FLORISSANT’S JUSTICE TAKES 
HIS OWN TIME. 


JOHN HANSON HAS FRIENDS. 


They Are Striving to Have Otto Voelk- 
er Punished for Being 
Slugged by Him. 


It would seem that Justice Bellville of 
Florissant is a law unto himself, with the 
sanction of the Suburban road and its at- 
gy ny time ago an unoffending citizen, 
Otto Voelker, was set upon and beateyn by 
John Hanson of the Suburban Railway 
summer garden. Then he was arrested 
and taken before Justice Bellville, when a 
charge of disturbing the peace of John 


Hanson was put against him. 

On Aug. 10, by his attorneys, McDonald 
and Fauntleroy, Voelker availed himself of 
the statutory permission which allows any 
defendant to take a change of venue if he 

hat he will not be given a fair 
onal teanune of the prejudice of the Jus- 
tice or the community from which the jury 
is to be selected, and filed a formal da- 
vit and bond asking for a change. 

Justice Bellville was indignant at this 
very ordinary and ligitimate proceedure and 
did not fail to show it. 

He accepted the affidavit and bond and 
told the attorneys that he would notify 
them by mail as to what court he would 
send the case to. 

Mr. McDonald pulled the statute on him 
and insisted that as the defendant was un- 
der*bond to appear in the court to which 
the change was taken it was but logical that 
he should know the court. 

The Justice interrupted proceedings until 
he could ascertain the wishes of others 
and then said he would send the case to 
Judge Noerper in Luxembourg. 

Again Mr. McDonald pointed to the law 
which said the change must be made to the 
nearest justice in the township or to the 
nearest one in the nearest township in the 
county. 

Justive Bellville intimated that the law 
cut no ice with him. 

He had a personal dislike to the justice 
the next township of Central, and he he 
some other objection to the justice at Web- 
ster. The case should go to Luxembourg 
or not go at all, and that was all there was 
to it. 

Mr. McDonald amply had to bow to the 
emphatic mandate of the justice and made 
the best of a bad bargain. 

The statute says that when a change of 
venue is taken, the justice from whom the 
change is taken must immediately transmit 
all papers and records to the court to which 
the case is taken. 

This must be done immediatély, according 
to the law, but in this case it has not been 
done. 

The papers aro somewhere between 
Florissant and Luxembourg, but just where 
is not known. The change of venue was 
taken on Aug. 10, and 11 days have elapsed, 
but as far as is known not a paper in the 
case has reached Justice Noerpér. He 
called to see Mr. McDonald on Wednesday, 
and said he had heard of no papers. 

Prosecuting Attorney Heidorn says that 
Hanson is a good man, well recommended 
by the Police Board and the Chief of Police, 
and is a much-abused citizen. His history 
as an ex-convict was not news to any one 
interested in the prosecution of the case 
against Voelker, and does not cut any fig- 
ure in it, as Hanson has always kept the 
peace at the Suburban Garden. 

Mr. Heidorn says the case will not be 
dropped. 

In the meantime Mr. McDonald is waiting 
and keeping tab to see how long it will be 
before Justice Bellville gets good and ready 
to send the case down to Justice Noerper.

THE EX-CONFEDERATE HOME IS 


D. 0. C. DOING NOBLE WORK. 


The Ladies Object to Giving Up the 
Home Established for the Old 
Southern Soldiers. 


The Confederates of Missouri! will hold 
their annual reunion at Liberty, Mo., next 
Wednesday and Thursday. 

As a rule the State reunion is nothing 
more than a social gathering of veterans 
and their families, but this year it will be 
of more than usual importance, 

A question which has confronted the ex- 
Confederates of the State for several years 
will come up for final disposition. 

The Confederate Home of Missouri is in 
danger of suspension, and the old war 
horses of the South who have found a 
pleasant home at Higginsville for the past 
six years are in danger of being turned out 
into the world unless heroic measures are 


taken. 

The Confederate Home Association, has 
at present only sufficient money in the 
treasury to pay the expenses of the institu- 
tion up to the end of September. With this 
fact confronting them, the officers of the 
home realize that something m@t be done 
at the coming reunion to save the institu- 
tion. It is the opinion of a number of the 
officers, formed from the experiences of the 
past six years, that the only way to insure 
the future existence of the home is to turn 
it over to the State at next winter's ses- 
sion of the Legislature. 

At the annual reunion two years ago an 
attempt was made to do this, though the 
affairs of the home were not in so 
a condition as at the present. At that time 
the members of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy rose up in arms and indignantly 
protested against the movement. They 
declared that they would never permit the 
‘theroic old inmates” of the home to be 
intrusted to the care of the State. Some of 
the veterans were ungallant enough to rem 
the ladies were foolishly sentimenta 
Whether they were or not they succeeded in 


securing enough votes to defeat the motion. 


Though the matter has not been discussed 
very generally as yet it has leaked out 
that this attempt to tender the home to 
the State will be repeated at the Liberty 
reunion and that the ladies will be there in 
force to again defeat the movement. 

The Daughters of the Confederacy have 
repeatedly, during the last two years, af- 
firmed their ability to support the home if 
the Association would turn it over to them. 
As this involves the raising of $1,000 a month 
the gentlemen who have carried ther n- 
sibility so far are somewhat doubtful ag to 
the ability of the ladies to keep their pledge. 

Many of the best friends of the home 
feel that it is better to sink their personal 
pride and make the future subsistence of 
the helpless inmates absolutely certain by 
surrendering the handsome property to the 
State. That the offer will ted 


aid in securing the acceptance of the gift 
by the Legislature. 

A prominent ex-Confederate in discussing 
the matter, said: ’ 

“The people of Missouri! have done more 
for the needy veterans who fought on the 
losing side in the great struggle than 
those of any State in the Union, having 
voluntarily subscribed during six years 
a little more than $140,000 to the support 
of the home. Still, the officers of the home 
feel that at last they have worn out their 
welcome and that the public is at jast 
tired of giving. 

Those who claim to know say that the 
State will a great deal if it accepts 
the splendi property at Higginsville. 

The movement to build the home was 
started by prominent ex-Confederates in 
various parts of the State in 1890. In April 
1891, the actual work was begun in a small 
way by the erection of ten three-room cot- 
tages for old soldiers and their families. 
With this as a foundation the association 
appealed to the people of Missouri for funds 
to erect the present magnificent main build- 
ing, which was dedicated in June, 1893. The 
appeal had no sooner gone forth than 
money came rolling in. Men of all classes 
and of every political belief eontributed. 

mverything went with a boom and for a 
time the home was very prosperous, The 
farm of 362 acres was fenced, drained and 
cleared and a handsome chapel, costing 
$1,200, was erected by the ladies of Lafayette 
Couaty. During the past year the Daugh- 
tera of the Confederacy of St. Louis erected 
a fine hospital building and furnished it 
complete at a total cost of $5,000. Altogethe 
about $80,000 have been invested in real 
estate, buildings and improvements,
